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Adencies Begin 1983 


With Mixed Emotions

SAN FRANCISCO 一 The New 
Year is traditionally a time of 
” hope，but for many Chinatown 
”community agencies，this hope is 
also mingled with anxiety about 
what 1983 will mean for these 
-agencies. | 
Most “ community “ agency 
directors agree: 1983 will be a 
Tough year financially,， but out of 
these difficujlties will arise a 
greater awWareness of the need for 
the services they provide. 
DIFFICULT 
Anni Chung，director of Self- 


elp for the Eldqerly, spoke of her 


concerns for seniors in the coming 


”year.“I think 1983 will be a 


difficult time ftor the elderly，in 


terms of benefits，health care and 


social services, she predicted. 

“Especially with the change in 
administration at the state level， 
we're very concerned about the 
possibility of further cutbacks in 
1983,”stated Chung. “For 1983, I 
just hope that the budget isnt 
balanced on the backs of the 
eldqerly and the poor.” 

On a more optimistic note， 
Chung felt that -whatever 
hardships are encountered in 1983 
”would be likely to produce some 
positive_ effects， ”From these 
difficulties，I hope to see more 
community support for our 
elderly，both financially and 
socialjy.”She added that any 


funding cutbacks encountered this 
year w 刘 hopefujly be offset by 
increases :in private Sector 
donations， 

Chung's biggest hope for 1983 
was that there will be an increase 
in public awareness and an 
awakening to the need to reverse 
the social service_ funding cuts 
which have already occurred. 

“IT think this shift is already 
occurring among some people， 
including some politicians. But the 
real shift has to come from the 
people,I hope that more people 
will be speaking out in 1983， 
writing letters ta their represen- 


tatives and expressing the need for 


changes.” 
SERVICES 

Theresa Look，director of 
Community 了 上 ducational Services， 
also expressed concern over 
financial matters in 1983. “Our 
biggest hope for the coming year,

Low，5$1，1last week became the 
Presiding justice of the new fifth 
district Court of Appeals for Cali- 
fornia. The confirmation came im- 


mediately after a hearing held De- 


Cember 29 记 San Francisco 
during Which the three-mermber 
Judicial Appointments commis- 
Sion heard- testimony on Judge 
Low:s behalf. 

Low, Who expressed Some ama- 
Zement at the fast pace of the pro- 
cesS, nevertheless was glad that he 
found out So soon.“You dont 
have to Wait; you get to know 
Tight away,”he explained. 

.UNSOLICITED 
Five persons spoke on behalf

Justices John Molinari and Robert

Low ”had appeared before 
Justice Molinari many times 
before and succeeded Kane as the 
President of the California Judges

QUICKNESS 

With the same quickness that 
seemed to color his appointment 
and confirmation，Justice Low 
began to move into his office at 
the state building the Thursday 
after the hearing. By Friday，he 
had essentially settled into the 
new quarterIs， 

After a one-dqay diversionary 
trip UP to Sacramento Where he 
SWore in Secretary of State March 
Fong Eu for the third time,， Low 
Teturned to start the actual worK 
of presiding justice. 

“Writs started coming in (Tues- 


day). We already have 23 cases， 
With the first oral argument sche- 


-duled for February 1,” stated 


Low. 
As he laughed about how soon 


the court has put him to Work,he 
commented,“] am very exXcited. 
This is a challenge to start of 人 ff 
with a brand new division，and 
take on a new role in reviewWing 
the work of other judges.… 


IDENTIFICATION 

When asked whether his rela- 
tionship with other lower Court 
j 记 dges Wil change，Low replied 
emphatically,“I hope not. Thave 
spent 16 yeais as a trial judge and 
I have astrong identification with 
them.” 


The appointment panel also 
confirmed the appointments of 
three other Bay Area judges: 丁 . 
Anthony Kline and Donald King 
of San Francisco;i and Zerne 
Hanning of San Mateo.

But Leong hoped that more 
positive forms of social protest 
would be seen in this year. 工 hope 
that more people will start 
speaking out， voicing their 
opinions，writing letters and 
briging about changes.” 


At the Chinatown Resource 
and Development Center，the 
economy likewise was on the mind 
of CRDGC director Chiu Lim 
Tsang.

INS Adopts Six-Month 
Rule for Visitors to US 


SAN FRANCISCO -- Effective 
this week, the INS will change the 
Iegulations on the length of stay 
for non-immigrant Visitors to the 
US. As of Jan. 7, all such visitors 
WwW 记 be automatically -granted a 
minimum Six-month visa . 

The new regulation is expected 
to Save the INS over $2 million. 

Prior to the change，the INS 
processed each visa application 
determining the

The new regulation “Will 
eliminate much of this paperwork 
for the INS, and also reduce the 
number of Visitors Tequesting exX- 
tensions on their Visas.

According to Din，the bulk of 
Coro fellows' time is spent in 
various field placement positions 
designed to give them an“inside” 
View and first-hand experience of 
corporatecommunity，govern- 
ment，and political campaign 
settings， 卫 xperimental situations， 
training seminars，and occasional 
retreats round out the Coro curTi- 
culum , 

The fellows also research and 
develop various group projects， 
Din and three other Coro fellows 
are cUrrently working on a project 
in conjunction with Media 
Alliance，a Bay Area media 
worker's advocacy group，They 
are studying the portrayal of 
Third World people and commun- 
ities in the mass media. 

SENSATIONALIZE 

“There is concern about the 
coverage of Third World groups in 
the media,”states Din,， “Main- 


”stream media tends to_ either 


ignore or sensationalize what goes 
on in Third World communities.,” 
The problem，according to 
one of two 
Japanese women in the fellowship 


| program and also a member of the 


media group, is that “there exists a 
dichotomy between what the 
reporter regards as interesting， 
and what the editor feels is 
the larger 
(society， 

“Community issues don't seem 
to be considered newsworthy by 
the majority of the editors， 
Takahashi states，“bnut from 
talking to various community 
organizations，we are finding a 
number of newsworthy issues 一 
such as the effects of unemploy- 
ment on Third World people.” 

“There seems to be a lack of 


communication between the

media and the community,” 


IMPROVE 
The group will attempt to

community organizations and the 
1 press that may better improve 
communication.

Takahashi was born in Rome， 
Italy，and has lived in Pakistan， 
Indonesia，and Rockville，Mary- 
land where her parents now 
reside. Her father is an 
agricultural economist for the 
World Bank， 

She came to the Bay Area in 
1977 and received her Bachelor's 
degree from Stanford University 
in 1982. Her academic emphasis 
was an independent major 
focusing on the urban develop- 
ment in Third World nations， 

According to Takahashi，her 
participation in the fellowship 
program is more of a natural 
Progression from her involvement 
with the Asian student population 
at Stanford than from her 
academic pursuits. 

ARCHITECTURE 

“Tm in Coro because it gives me 
an opportunity to develop skills in 
aiding minority communities，I 
feel that it is important to 
contribute something back to the 
community and to ThirdWorld 
people in general，but,” she 
conceded，“ 工 have not yet decided 
upon doing it through archi- 
tecture or through policy-level 
positions， 

Both Din and Takahashi 
worked in the political campaigns 
of local.candidates in the recent 
November elections. Takahashi 
also served in a field placement 
position in the office of Mayor 
Feinstein, a past Coro fellow，, 

“Coro gives us the opportunity 
to _ experience these dynamics of 
government first hand， “Taka- 
hashi explained “And even 
though we may not completely 
understand what is going on， 让 
allows us to pick up some intuitive 
Skills.” 

The third 1982 Asian Coro 
fellow is Joyce Kawasaki. She was 
born in Sacramento，received a 
Bachelor's ” Degree in psycho- 
logy from U.C. Berkeley，and a 
law degree from U. C. Davis King 
Hall. 

CONEFLICTS 

When asked why she decided to 
enter the CoroFellowship program 
rather than to practice law， 
Kawasaki replied,， “There are 
some ethical conflicts in practicing 
law that I have not yet resolved 一 


-one of which is representing 


people who I might not believe in， 


“Also，I _ really wanted to 
understand and to study the 
interlacing factors of our society,，” 
she added. 

玫 awasaki states that while Coro 
is a“high status”program， 让 
offers a group project type of 
background which allows indi- 
viduals to learn to work with 
people from different economic 
classes， ethnic origins， and 


ersonal backgrounds， 


She looks upon her experiences 
with Coro as a bridge，a 
transformation period in her life， 
“IT want a career where I can be 
myself and where I dont have to 
be constantly going for someone's 
jugular,” Kawasaki stated， 
Although she hasnt yet com- 
pletely ruled out a career in law， 
she expressed some interest in 
on-camera media work. 1 


KAISER 
Unlike Din and Takahashi， 
Kawasaki is involved in a group 
project with four other Coro 
members. Their group is 
conducting an in-house study of

She points out that since the 
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corporation' Ss inception, 玉 aiser 
Aluminum has shown a sincere 
concern for the quality of life in 
the low-income communities 
where their plants are located.

“Kaiser appears to be a 了 lagship 
in philanthropic activities,” ob- 
served Kawasaki. However, as She 
Pointed out, because the company 
is operating .in the red， 让 must 
trim its donations.“We are trying 
to get a consensus (of) where their 
contributions should be focused.”

Attorneys Accuse Malaysian 
Gov't of Human Rights Violations 


SAN ERANCISCO 一 A group 
of  _ human rights lawyers have 
accused the Malaysian government 
of Systematic violation of basic 
human rights. 

Jn its recently released report, the 
group recognized that the 
governmenthas made Some progress 
in reducing human Tights violations， 
bnut criticized the government for on- 
going violations， 

MASS EXECUTIONS 

Sidney Wolinsky, director of Public 
advocates, Inc.ofSE,waspartofthe 
delegation to Malaysia and told 
asHJFest ， that the trip was 
prompted by the Malaysian 
government's plans to hang 30 
political prisoners, one of the largest 
Imass execttions in recent yearS， 

He said that he and several other 
human rights attorneys were meeting 
in Geneva，Switzerland and the 
Malaysian government's planned 
eXxecutions kept coming up in the 
group's discussions of human rights 
violations.“So an ad hoc committee 
Was formed to go to Malaysia and 
investigate the situation first-hand,” 
Wolinsky explained. 

Wolinsky added that over 9096 of 
political prisoners in Malaysia are 
ethnic Chinese and most of those 
Scheduled to be hanged were 
Chinese， All had been convicted 
under Malaysia's Essential Security 
Cases。” Amendment .Regulations 
(ESCAR) and the ”Internal 
Security Act of 1960. 

Ihese regulations call for a 
mandatory death penalty for anyone 
possessing a firearm or any part'of a 
firearm， even a single bullet， 
Wolinsky charged.

control,”asserted the attorney. 

Wolinsky was hopeful that the 
Malaysian ”government “would 
improve its human rights record， 
noting that the planned executions 
which prompted the visit have been 
delayed.

One of the more colorfujl figures 
among Oakland's Chinese resi- 
dents was Fong Yue，who built 
and few an airplane in 1909, just 
five years after the Wright 
brothers took to wings. 

Other notable Chinese from 
Oakland include Dr，Jacob -Yee， 
who in 1931 became the first 
fulltime Chinese doctor in

The research was funded by a 
grant from Berkeley's Bilingual 
Material Development Center， 


Mar raised donations to pay for ， 


editing，and committee members 
advanced money for printing. 
“We still owe the printer $1200, 
Mar said. 

The books are being sold at near 
cost，and 计 they sell out，about 
$1,000 will be left Mar said he

Chinn, scholarly and patriarchal， 
is a past-president and long-time 
editor of the Buvlletimr， Wong， 
ebullient and energetic，has been 
doing public relations work for 
Chinatown for most of his life and 
is presently working on an oral 
history project for the society， 

Born in Oregon in a community 
where there were only two 
Chinese families，Chinn actually 
became intrigued about Chinese 
American history when he was :in 
China. Sent there by his family to 
get an education，he met laborers 
who had spent years in the United 


.States. 


“Onetold me about his life back 
here，Some of the stories were 
great. I said to myself，Im going 
to ask my dad about them， It gave 
me the germ of determination.”

With financial help from 
Chingwah Lee，the late art 
collector and historian，Chinn 
became the first editor of the 
Chinese Digest， an 了 nglish- 
language news weekly，in 1935， 
The publication lasted five years 
and among the writers were

P. Lee, Chingwah Lee and Patrick 
Sun under thename of “Tsu Pan.

grants under the umbrella of the 
SOciety. 

Other problems can arise as 
well. “When  a project is 
completed，and it is at variance 
with our own research，well, there 
is nothing we can do;”observed 
Chinn. He hopes that an executive 
director could provide a closer 
watch on projects conducted 
under the auspices of the society， 


Lee feels the society has to find 
new approaches to funding to 
keep up with increasing operating 
costs and she wants to see more 
financial support from the 
Chinese community. There are 
currently about 500 members， 

“This is pretty amazing,” 
declared Chinnm,“considering that 
we have never really had an 
organized membership drive.… 
General membership is $20 per: 
year, $10 for seniors and students，

COMPARING 

When bored by a certain 
Segment，which is not unusual 
especially in the generally non- 
dancing Act 1，one could quickly 
turn ones attention to comparing 
it with the same part in the 
production one saw the previous 
day. And suddenly,，everything 
see1g to have deeper meaning. 

The comparison also does 
wonders no one ever dreamed of 
一 even the person,， 让 ever there 
Was one，who was responsible for 
turning the ballet into a holiday 
tradition 

For example，I was never very 
impressed by San Erancisco

disappointing not because the 
dancing is minimal and bad，bnut 
because 让 has no vision and no 
imagination， Instead of inter- 
preting the ballet with as new 
language,，Beal follows closely the 
traditional structure and ex- 
Pression , :

Worse yet, she fails to work out 
a style that would have tied the 
ballet together， It is stuffed with 
dancers Who look like leftovers 
from regular Nutcrackers，and 
non-dancers who look like what 
they are. 

Some of them manage to give 
the impression that they are 
having a good time，which is the 
best and the kindest one could say 
about the performance. And some 
of them show the desperation of 
being trapped in a second-rate
